THE PALLIUM RECEIVED, 


Monday's mail brought i 
Archbishop Cleary ard snakes e 
Rome, The pallium is a harrow annular 
band of white woolen Web, about three 
inches wide, upon which black crosses are 
embroidered, which encircles the neck of 
archbishops, and from which two narrow 
bands of the same material depend one 
falling over the breust, and the other falling 
over the back of the wearer. Its material jg 
the subject of much ‘care and ceremonial 
It is made wholly or in part from the wool 
of two lamba, which are blessed annually on 
the festival, and in the church of St, Agnes. 
During the night of the vigil of the feast of 
St. Peter and St. Paul the pallia, made of 
this wool, are placed on the altar above the 
tomb of those apostles, and on the feast of 
St. Peter and Sn, Paul are delivered by the 
pope to the sub-deacon, whose duty it is to 

cep them in charge, , Within three months 
of his conse>ration every new archbishop is 
obliged to apply to the pope, in person or 
by proxy, for the jst se nor is it lawful 
for him until he shall have received it, to 
exercise any act of what is properly 
archiepiscopal, as contradistinguished from 
episcopal jurisdiction. Thus he cannot, for 
example, call a provincial synod. The 
palliam cannot be transferred from one 
archbishop to another, but must be received 
direct from the pope. On the archbishop’s 
death his pallium is interred with him: tes 
use is held to symbolize the office of the 
“‘good shepherd” bearing the lost sheep on 
his shoulders, and is connected by some 
writera with the vesture of the Jewish high 
priest in Exodus XXVIII-4. In the 
medieval church the granting of the pallium 
to archbishops was one of the chief occasions 
of the tribute which was paid by the 
national churches to the support of the great 
central office and algnity of the papacy. 

Its use is held by Roman Catholics to dea- 
cend from a very early period. It is worn 
by we ecre atall times, as a symbol of his 
reputed universal and abiding jurisdiction. 
It is worn by the archbishops only during 
the solemn service of the great church festi- 
vals, and on occasions of the ordination of 
bishops or of priests, and other similar acta 
of the archiepiscopal order: Kingston Whig.

THE ART OF FAST WALKING, 


Persons who have never been trained to 
walk fast generally quloken their gait by 
bending forward and longthenig tho astride, 
at the same time bending the knocs very 
much at each atep. It in pretty sate to say 
that one who can possibly adopt this style 
and keep o fair walk at a faster gait than 
six miles an hour The fuet walker must 
keop himaclf erect, his shoulders back, and 
chest thrown out. Ho must put down his 
forward foot and heel first, and With tho log 
straight. He must take strides #o quick 
that they look short He must, if he ex 
pects to get w good stride, work his hips 
considerably, overcoming the sidewise ten- 
dency of the hip movement by & compensa 
tory awinging of the arms The length of 
atride in fast walking is astonishing to those 
| who look at it A little figuring will make 
it clear why this is so. There are 1760 
yards ina mile, or 1760 strides 3 feet long. 
To do a mile in 8 minutes a walker must 
220 yards a minute, or 11 feet a gec- 
Now 220 steps a mioute—nearly four 
a second—is pretty quick work, ae any one 
may discover for himself. Even three steps 
a second, or 180 to the minute, seems quick. 
Phe chances are that your 58-minute man, al- 
though hia legs move so quickly that the 
steps seem short, is not doing a8 many as 
200 steps to the minute, and consequently 
that the stride is at least 3 fect 6 inches.

It is true that fast walking is an artiticial 
gait; but it is also true that practice at fast 
walking will quicken a man’s unartificial 
gait. One who can do his mile in 7;30 in 
racing trim and on the cinder path, can walk 
in the street at o six-mile gait withont 
either getting out of breath or becoming red 
in the face, and without attracting attention 
by any peculiarity of his gait except its 
swiftness. It is a real gain to any man to

Not many of our inherited Amorican traits 
are stronger than dislike of England. It ons 
been encouraged by the large proportion of 


An Inheritance Transmitted 


Trish citizens, but it would exist if the Irish 
were not here. Itis partly the fruit of the, 
war for independence. Every American boy 
learns history with an anti-England bias, 
The most thrilling declamations in his reper- 
tory are those from Patrick Henry's, Sam 
Adams’, Burke's, Chatham’s, and Barre's 
speoches on the revolution. He reads of the 
commercial outrages which led to the war of 
1812, Through all bis lifé he dislikes the! 
English nat‘on collectively. 

Prof. Goldwin wrote of this Anglophobia in 
one of the late magazines, and several Amer- 
jeans comment upon his article in the suc~ 
coeding number justout. They smooth over 
the Anglophobit by saying that “itis dying 
out. It isnordying out very fast. Ameri- 
cans dislike the Efiglish, but they donotne 
cessarily dislike Englishmen, People of the 
same blood, language, and literature rarely 
hate eath other as individuals without the 
usual offences which engender personal quar- 
rels everywhere, It wa; au American naval 
officer in the Orient who said “blood is thick- 
ér than water,” and sailed in to help English- 
men, though neither he nor his country had 
anything todo with the fight. If there were 
a prospect of war ‘Tevied by other nations 
Against Eigland for race reasons, or if Eng- 
land were a weak power aftacked on the 
ground of r ligion or constitution, we would 
probably do as our naval officer did. 

Yet we do dislike England. Much of the 
dislike is an inheritance. Part of it comes 
from the instinct that the only country that 
can cause us fear is England. In the rivalry 
for commercial supremacy which all the 
peoples feel is coming we hardly consider 
France and Germany, great as their cfforts 
are som We never think twice about 
a dispute with any gland. 
We know that our cousins are fighters. We 
know that they are traders, colonizers, and 
hard-headed fellows generally, We enter 
tainthe notion that intellectually we area 
greatly improved raco of English blood—that 
we are qui , brighter, and more susceptible 
than the stock which has staid on the parent 
islands. Consequently there isa resentment 
ata ‘certain condescensio: ve imagine the 
prejudice of Englishmen exhibits towards us. 
With that undercurrent of ready resentment 
isa current in the same direction of respect 
for the obstinacy and pugnacity of our cous: 
ins. 

A people's instincts are often in advance of 
formulated statement. We somehow feel 
that the two English-speaking nations will be 
compelled to combine or to fight for suprem- 
acy one of these days. Writers may discourse 
about better understanding between Ameri- 
cans and Englishmen. The understanding is 
no better than in 1775 or 1540. We have 
always understood each other very well—es- 
pecially have Americans understood the Eng- 
lish. The antagonism has weakened very 
little, and to-day there is no nation we would 
like as well to whip decisively. That is be- 
cause we understand England so well, To 
whip Germany, or France, or Russia weuld 
beas nothing. To whip England would be 
to clear'up some old scores and to establish 
ourselves atthe head of the world. . Yet the 
feel is very close to an intimate friend- 
ship: 

‘Unless we fight for the supremacy the two 
English-speaking nations will’ combine on a 
stiprémacy, Prior to either conclusion there 
will be a collective dislike and a gr amount 
of individual friendship.—Kansas City Times. 


A Remarkable Fish. 

Africaisthe home of many extraordinary 
animals, but there isno more remarkable 
creature than the mudfish, which inhabits 
certain of the rivers of Western Africa, and, 
as its name implies, it lurks at the muddy 
bottoms of these rivers. At present, how- 
ever, it is nob necessary togo to Africa to 
see this fish, asitcan be seen by any one 
who has the time in the reptile house at the 
Zoological Gardens, At first sight there is 


perhaps nothing especially striking about 
this ‘animal; it looks very much - like 
an ordinary fish, except for its curi- 
ous, long, slender flus, A visitor who

of a writer in the newspaper editorial office 


as in thatof the monthly magazinen A 
writer commits the greatest mistake of her 
life when sho looks upon the newspaper as 
agraduating school to the magazine, Tho 


same standard of grammer and expression 
sot by the magazine holds good with nows 
papers. 

Where the newspaper offers to the young 
writer an advantage over the magazine is in 
its wider fleld and its larger capacity. Pub 
lishing thirty times against the single issua 
of a magazine, the newspaper naturally ab+ 
sorbs more material, and a writer's chanced 
are correspondingly better, Thon, too, sub- 
jects which are out of tho range of the maga- 
zine fall directly within the scope of tha 
newspaper, This is specially true of timely 
articles, The magazines of today, with 
their Jarge circulations and the necessary 
slower process of printing, are prepared so 
far in advanceas to make it impossible for 
them to get close enough to timely happen- 
ings to make their discussion of them fresh 
and interesting." With newspapers this is, 
of couse, different, and it is precisely in ita 
ability to treat of what is latest and freshest 
Where lies its strength, and in these respects 
the field is necessarily broadened to the 
writer. 

But bear in mind, this advantage is only 
one of greater capagity, not of less require- 
ment. Disappointment can beno more cer 
tain than when a mianuscript is sent to a 
hewspaper editor with the belief that he is 
less critical or that his ‘op tho mont is Tess ex!

In a very 
short space of time the water below this fro- 
zen barrier passed over the falls, and the 
next morning the people residing in the neieh- 
borhood were treated to a most extraordinary 
spectacle. 

The roaring, tumbling rapids above the 
falls were almost obliterated and nothing but 
the cold black rocks were yisible in oll diree 
tions, The news quickly spread, and crowds 
of spectators flocked to view the scene, the 
banks on each side of the river being lined 
with people during the whole day. At last 
there came a break in the ice; it was releas- 
ed from it; restraint, the pent-up wall of wa- 
tersrushed downward, and Niagara was it-

KEMMLER 


ROCUTED, 


| AvbURN, N.Y., Aug. 6th — Between six 
and 8e¥en o'clock this morning, in the base- 
ment of the state prison in this city, William 
Kermmler was killed under’ tho Jaw by the 
| use of electricity, On March the 29th, 1889 
| he murdered his mistress, Tillie Z: gler, and 
his death to day was the reparation for his 
crime. _ He breakfasted lightly. Between 
five and six o'clock religions services were 
held. He made his own toilet. He was 
cheerful, cool und without apparent dread, 
He entered the death chamber about 6 :30 
o'clock. “He assisted in preparing himself 
for death. He was placed in an ordinary 
chair by the warden, who introduced him to 
those present. He made brief farewell re- 
marks. There were no prayers said in the 
death-isom, The man was evidently devoid 
of nerWus tension, His voice while spoak- 
cae no tremor, 

_He submitted to the traps quietly. He 
directed the adjustment of the electrodes. 
He made suggestions to the warden, and 
finally sat without a tremor to wait the 
stroke. A convulsion marked the applica~ 
tion of electricity, noticed by all Ancora 
present. The microscope later must deter 
mine the exact conditions, When his coat 
was off Kemmler turned in the direction of 
the door through which be had come into 
the room and began to unbutton his vest. 
At the same time the warden was drawing 
the interfering drapery of his shirt through 
the hole in the trousers, and cutting it off so 
as to leave the little surface of flesh, against 
which one of the electrodes was to press, 
absolutely bare. 

“Don't hurry about the matter,” said the 
warden, ‘Be perfectly cool.” He was per- 
fectly cool, by all odds the coolest mun in 
the room, When his tie was arranged he 
sat down in the electric chair as quietly as 
though he was sitting down to dinner. 
Warden Durston stood on the right and 
George Vicling, of Albany, on the left, 
They began immediately to adjust etraps 
around Kemmler’s body the condemmed 
man holding up his arms so as to give them 
asssistance, 

When the straps had been adjusted about 
the body the arms were fastened down and 
then the warden leaned over and parted 
Kemmler’s feet so as to bring his legs near 
the legs of the chair, While the straps were 
being arranged Kemmler said to the warden 
and his assistant, ‘‘Take your time. Don’t 
be ina hurry, Be sure that everything is 
all right.” wo or three times he repeated 
these phrases. Warden Daorston reassured 
him with the remark that it wouldn't hurt 
him and that he (Durston) would be with 
him all through. 

But it was not fear that Kemmler felt. 
When the straps had been adjusted to the 
body and limbs the warden placed his hand 
on Keminier’s head and held it against the 
rubt® custion which ran down the back of 
the chair. Kemmler's eyes were turned to- 
wards the opposite side of the room. Then 
the condemned man made one or two 
remarks in a perfectly clear, composed tone 
of voice. ‘Well, I wish everybody good 
luck,” was one of them, and ‘‘Durston, see 
that things are all right,” was another. 
Deputy Veiling unfastened the thumbscrews 
which held the figure four at the back of the 
chair in place and began to lower it so that 
the rubber cap which held the saturated 
sponge pressed against the top of Kemmler’s 
head, The warden assisted in the prepara- 
tion by holdiug Kemmler’s head. 

When the cap had been adjnsted and 
creeped in place Kemmler said: ‘Oh, 
you had better press that down further, I 
‘guess ; press it down.” So the head-piece 
was unclamped and spreased further down, 
While it was being done Kemmler said ; 
“Well, I want to do the best I can. I can’t 
do any better than that.” Warden Durston 
took in his hand the leather harness which 
was to be adjusted to Kemmler’s head, As 
the harness was put in place Dr. Spitzka, 
standing near the chair said softly : “God 
bless you, Kemmler,” and the condemned 
answered, ‘Thank you,” 

Warden Durston turned to the assembled 
doctors, those immediately around the exe- 
cution chair, and said, ‘Do the doctors say 
it is all right? Dr, Fell stepped forward 
with a long syringe in his hand, and quickly 
but deftly, wetted the two sponges at the 
electrodes, one on top of the head and the 
other at the base of the spine, Dr, Spitzka 
answered the warden’s question with a sharp 
“all right,” which was echoed by the others 
about him, 

“Ready,” said Duraton again, and then 
‘good bye.” 7 

Durston stepped to the door and, through 
the opening, said to some one in the next 
room, “Iverything is ready.” As the stop 
watches in the hands of some cf the wit 
| nesses registered 6:434, the electric current 
was turned on, ‘There was a sudden con- 
vulsion of the frame, in the chair, o spasm 
went over it from head to foot. 

The twitching that the muscles of the face 
underwent gave_to it for a moment an ex, 
pression of pain, but no/cry escaped from 
the lips which were free to move at will. 
No sound came forth to suggest that con- 
eciousness lasted more than an infinitely 
small fraction of a second beyond the 
calculation of the human mind, The body 
remains in this rigid position for seventeen 
seconds, 

There was no move of the body beyond 
the first convulsion. 

Dr, McDonald held a stop watch in his 
hand, and as the seconds flew by he noted 
their passage, As the tenth second expired 
he cried out ‘‘stop.”’ 

A quick movement and the electric current 
was switched off. There was a relaxation of 


the body in the chair, a slight relaxation. 
“Ho's dead,” said Dr. Spitzka palais 
Ir, McDonald 


‘Oh, he's dead," echoed 
with firm confidence, There was no ques- 
tion in the mind of anyone but that the atiff, 
upright object before them was lifeless. 

Dr. Spitzka stepped forward and called 
attention to the appearance of the nose 
which he said had an undoubted post mor- 
tem color, No one disputed this. Dr. 
Spitzka turned, and pointing to the harness 
said, “Undo that, the body can be taken to 
the hospital.” Dr. Balch, bonding over tho 
body looking at the exposed skin, suddenly 
| cried out, "Dr, Macdonald, see that rap 
| ture,” pointing to a rod spot on tho hand 

that rested on the right arm of the obair, 
Tho little rapture was dropping blood. 
“Turn the current on instantly, this manu is 
not dead Durston sprang to the doorway 
} and cried ‘Turn on the current,” but the 
current could not be turned on os the dynamo 
was almost at a stand still, 
{ The curront was soon turned on,

ler's lips dropped saliva and a heavy sound 
escaped his lips. A half groan forced itself 
past the tightly clenched lips and sounded 
through the still chamber with ghastly dis- 
tinctness. Some of the witnesses turned | 
away. Some of them lay down faint and 
sick, In 73 seconds the current was on and 
the body became rigid again. No mistakes | 
were made this time, The full current of | 
2,000 volts was sent through the body in the 
chair, and it was thrown on and off for over 
four minutes, 

No one was anxious to give the signal to | 
stop, for all dreaded the responsibility of | 
offering to the man a chance to revive or to 
give again those pbpsecances of returning 
animation that had startled and sickened 
the witnesses a few minutes before. 
Suddenly there arose from the body a white 
vapor bearing with it a pungent and sicken- 
ing odor. The body was burning. The 
current was cut off. There was no doubt 
this time that the current had done its work, 
if not well, at least completely. Dr. Fall 
said, “Well, there is no doubt about one 
thing. The man never suffered an iota of 
pain.” In after consultations the other 
physicians expressed the same belief.

The Torrid Wave. 


On Sundey, 3rd inst., the heat became 
intense and in the afternoon the thermometer 
registered °95,8 in the shade, and on Monday 
it stood at °92.3. Sunday wae therefore the 
hottest day of tho season thus far and people 
fairly sweltered under the excessively high 
temperature from which they in vain en~ 
deavoured to secure relief. The heat of 
Sunday has only been exceeded once in 
Deseronto since the establishment in 1882 of 
the station of the Dominion meteoroiogical 
department. On July 16th, 1887, the 
mercury reached °96.6 in the shade making 
that the warmest days of the past nine years. 
The following are the maximum tempera- 
tvres for each year as found recorded in the 
registry books of Deseronto station: 1882, 
August 6th, °91.5 ; 83, Aug. 22, °87. 
Aug. 17 & 19, 990.3; '85, July 31, 
86, July Sth, °92 ; '87, July 16, °96.6; 
June 22, °93,, 89, July 9, °90.8; '90, Aug. 
3, 995.8. In 1887 there were thirteen days 
during which the temperature exceeded °90 ; 
thus far this year there have been three dates 
at which mercury went beyond that figure 
July 15th, 990.6; Aug. 3rd, °95.8 ; Aug 4th, 
°92.3. Thero iano doubt however that on 
Sunday and Monday of thie week the high 
temporature was felt more than in 1887, as 
it was accompanicd with considerable 
humidity of the atmosphere which made it 
more sultry and caused the nights to be 
especially oppressive forbidding rest and 
thus rendering suffering humanity unable to 
recuperate, The hob wave appears to have

THE MERITS OF WOOD ASHES, 
In an essay read before the American 
Horticultural Society at the Cleveland, 
Ohio, meeting a few days ago, Mr, J. M. 
Smith gave auaccount of the means employ- 
ed for the prevention of the evil effects ot a 
prolonged drought. Among these means a 
free use of weod ashes was named as one of 
tne simplest and most effective. 
Recently Mr. Smith has mace a compara- 
tive test of the effects of wood ashes and 
barn yard manure on a scale large enough 
to show results that are more than an 
“indication.” Two acres lying side by side 
were treated exactly alike in every respect 
except that one was manured with upleached 
wood ashes, and the other with stable 
manure. Mr, Smith reports the results of 
the trial to the Pratrie Farmer as follows : 
The acre fertilized with ashes yielded 
fifty-one bushels the most, and if there was 
any difference in quality it was in favor of 
those that had the ashes. Now, the fair 
inference would be that the ashes were much 
the better manure for potatoes, Let us look 
little further: The last half of May and 
he first half of June were wet and cold and 
so far the two acres seemed to keep just 
about even. After June 15th the weather 
became very dry, and there was litte rain 
upon the plants until they were ripe. Very 
soon after the ground began to get dry it 
could be plainly seen thut those manured 
from the compost-heap were suffering from 
want of rain, while those manured with 
ashes were growiug very rapidly. This 
continued until they were ripe. 

The simple fact is, potatoes or strawberries 
manured with ashes stand drought that 
would be ruinous to crops fertilized with 
any manure I have ever tried. ‘To this fact 
I attribute the failure of the compost-heap 
acre to hold its own with the acre upon 
which ashes were used. . I have tried the 
experiment many times, always with 
precisely the same result, provided we had 
a dry season during the growth of the crop. 
I do not know but the rule will hold good 
with all farm and garden crops, but with 
the above named there is no doubt. Ido 
not underrate ashes as manure, I have 
used them ia preference to any fertilizer I 
could get for potatoes for many years.

Mr. Smith succeeded in 
subduing the horse and leading him to the 
barn, where he tethered him on the barn 
floor, He removed the harness and was 
proceeding to take him to iis stall, when the 
vicious brute suddenly attacked him again. 
The wind blew the barn door shut, and Mr, 
Smith was imprisoned on the barn floor with 
the frantic animal. For nearly half an hour 
he fought him with no weapon but bis fists, 
leaping aside to avoid the assaults as much 
as possible, but being often knocked down 
and fearfully bruised, Finally the horse in 
some way disengaged a sled stake from the 
side of the mow, and Smith saw it rolling 
toward him on the floor, Solzing the stake 
he ewung it with all the strength of desper- 
ation, and atriking the stallion just behind 
the ear, with one blow laid him dead at his 
feet, Smith is badly injured,

THE SMALL DETAILS IN BUTTER 


MAKING. 


‘e many little details about the 
1 care of milk of which a correct 
ng and proper management by 
dairymen would go very far toward making 
the business more profitable, and also greatly 
economize labor, These small items may 
in the aggregate. about equal a ‘great din 
covery,’ and may, possibly, when conjoined 
with the latter, make-even this more valu- 
able. Too many fail to understand the 
characteristics of milk, and its handling. 
To them milk is milk, whether warm or cool 
in good air or bad, set to cream in a pail or 
a flat pao. Too few understand that the 
other elements in milk aside from fat have 
much to do in preventing ruccess{al cream- 
rising. This Inst lack of knowledge costs the 
averago butter maker, if we are to believe 
our own eyes, and chemista’ reports, not leas 
than twelve to twenty ounces of butter for 
each one hundred pounds of milk: The 
sugar, albumen, and cheese in milk, which 
at the time of milking, at ninety six dogrees 
of temperature, are all in a fluid state, and 
offer very little resistance to the rising of the 
fats, but afterward they take on substance 
begin to coat the fat globules and make them 
heavier, and that means lees power to rise, 
Is there any method we can devise to pre- 
ventthis? The centrifugal is its most per- 
tect preventive, but as few have this some- 


what costly machine, less expensive methods 
need to be sought, Two methods are yet at 
hand, Filling a caneight inches in diameter 
and eighteen inches deep with milk just 
drawn, and setting this can, so filled, in 
water, at forty three degrees, and maintain- 
ing the temperature at that point, is one 
excellent way; but for those who have no 
creamer, and must perforce use the open pan 
system, their way is to dilute this fresh 
drawn milk with water at one hundred 
degrees, to the extent of one quart of water 
to four of milk, and set away in a tempera- 
ture of fifty seven to sixty-two degrees. The 
idea in both cases is to retard the formation 
of viscosity, or the ap) caring of the elements 
in milk not fat, Quic cooling to forty three 
degrees, and diluting with water, one fourth, 
practically have the same result, 

No one should disturb a pan or can of milk 
when once the temperature has begun to fall, 
The fats seem to follow each other to the 
surface in little independent currents or 
lines, attracting the fats from each side of 
this p:rpendicular column, thongh they are 
very close together. Now if we disturb the 
pau or can we throw these little currents of 
perpendicular rising cream out of line, and 
they may not reach the surface, There is 
economy also in keeping cans of milk sealed 
by some method during muggy weather and 
thunder etorms. Not that thunder sours 
milk ; but that the milk, unprotected, sours 
much sooner during such weather is due to 
the increased number of germs floating in the 
air at such times; a hot, moist atmosphere 
being most congenial to their multiplication, 
and the milk gets its full share of the in- 
crease. No gain in cream-rising can be 
expected by any chemical change to the 
milk, as all such tend to increased viscosity, 
which means increased difficulty in the 
upward mover ent, 

Another matter, especially in the winter, 
often causes a much greater expenditure of 
labor ir churning, and that is -‘slowness’’ of 
cream in coming, This can almost always 
a rapes * pay 
egrees, i ch! aspoonful of salt 
as oer aedblve ; to ate ‘our quarte of 
cream, when, ready to start the churn. A 
letter. before me says: ‘‘By this plan I now 
churn in twenty minutes, when it took me 
three hours before I tried the plan you 
suggested.” The butter comes with a 
granulation that is especially fine; it all 
seems to come at once, and is quickly freed 
from the buttermilk, and leaves the butter, 
when washed, in the fish egg form so much 
admired.

CASPIAN SEA: 


Place of Dinbolical Aspoot, Bnvoloped in

possible to Store Their Overilow 


Tidis is midway on tho railway thatcut the 
Caucasus in its whole width and puts the twa 
seas in communication—tie port of Batouni 
on tho Black sea with that of Baku on tha 
Caspian. As wo loave tho capital in the lat 
ter direction, says Viscount Eugeno Melchoir 
do Vogue in Harper's Magazino, the oye is at 
first ravishod and thon desolated by the chang: 
ing aspects of the land, The track follows 
the Kour, which rolls its broad sheet of water 
majestically through wild forests and rich, 
tilled soll, with two chains of snowy ridges 
stretch away out of sight in tho distanco— 
the Caucasus to tho left, tho mountains of 
Armenia to tho right, Soon we leayo tha 
river, which goes to join the Araxes toward 
the south; the plain gots broader and baror, 
tall cages built of planks perched on four 
tree-trunks rise in the midst of tho rice-folds 
like watch-towers.' The inhabitants of the 
villages, who aro all Tartars in this region, 
take refuge at night in these aerial nests. The 
marshy land isso unhealthy that it is danger 
ous to sleep there, In spite of these precau: 
tions the peasants whom we seo are devoured 
by fever. Their emaciated visages remind us 

of those of the inhabitants of the Roman Cam: 
pagna. After leaving Hadji-Caboul, the 
station in Moorish style where a now line 
branches off—“the Teheran lino,” I am told 
by the engineers who are building it, and 
who hope to carry it into the very heart of 
Persia—we enter an African landscape, sad 
and luminous, ‘The mountain chains be- 
come lower; thoy are now simply cliffs of 
gilded sandstone festooning against a crude 
blue sky. Attheir feet, the desert, a sandy 
expanse, covered here and there with a ros} 
carpet of flowering tamarisks. Herds of 
camels browse on these shrubs, under the 
guard of a half-naked shepherd, motionles! 
as abronze statue. The fantastic silhouettes 
of these animals are increased in size and 
changed in form by the effect of the mirage, 
which displays before our vyes, in the ardent 
haze of the horizon, lakes and forest: From 
time to time we meot a petroleum train, com- 
posed ® cistern trucks in the form of cylin- 
ders, surmounted by a funnel with a short, 
thick neck, When you see them approaching 
from a distance, you might mistake them for 
a procession of mastodons, vying in shape- 
lessness with the trains of camels which 
they pass. The sun burns in space. Yon- 
der a green band glitters beneath its rays ; it 
isthe Caspian. We turn around a hill, and 
bekold | on this western shore, in this primi- 
tive landscape, which seems like a corner of 
Arabia Petra, a monstrous city rises before 
our eyes. Is it once more the effect of mirage, 
this town of diabolical aspect, enveloped in a 
cloud of smoke traversed by running tongues 
of flame, as it were ; Sodom fortified by the 
demons in its girdle of cast-iron towers! I 
can find but one word to depict exactly the 
first impression that it gives ; it is a town of 
gasometers. There are no houses—the houses 
are relegated farther away on the right, in 
the old Persian city—nothing but iron cylin- 
ders, and pipes, and chimneys, scattered in 
disorder from the hills down to the beach. 
This is doubtless the fearful model of what 
manufacturing towns will be in the twentieth 
century. Meanwhile for the moment, this 
one is unique in the world ; itis Baku—the 
“Town of Fire,” as the natives call it ; the pe- 
troleum town, where everything is devoted 
and subordinated to the worship of the local

second subterranean sea, which spreads its 
floods of naphtha under the whole basin. On 
the eastern shore the building of the Samar-

Ladies on Horseback in Me 
The Slde Seat for Stato,

Tho London Queen tells that in the oarly 
iMuminations which depict ladies riding they | 
ayo represented as soated sideways, gonerally 
on asaddioresombling a pillion, without pone 
mels; and Thomas Wright, in his ‘History 
of Domestic Manners and Sentiments of the 
Middle Ages,” states* it as his opinion that 
tho side soat has never been abandoned from 
that time to the present, In Archbishop 
Aolfric’s translation of tie) Pentateuch 4 
Indy is represented as seated sideways on o 
horse, holding a whip in her hand, with four 
knotted lashes like a scourge. In the same 
M, S.. when Jacob “roso up and sot his sons 
and his wives on camols,” we tind the women 
seated sideways on tho very extraordinary 
animals that are made to do duty as camels. 
When we come to feudal times, however, 
there if equally clear evidence that another 
atyle of horsemanship was prefered by the 
more active and hardy. 

Throughout the wholg period usually called 
tho Middle Ages the illuminated manuscripts 
which depict ladies! hunting and hawking 
parties Invariably represent the huntress as 
seated astride the horse, The frequency witb 
which the picture recurs shows that this 
mothod of riding was not merely occasional; 
and it is well known that hawking formed 
one of the most popular amusements in the 
life of feudal ladies. Similar illustrations 
may be gleaned from French sources, ladies 
riding astride being depicted on numerous 
ivories and illuminations. Asa rule the 
riders use short stirrups. 

It would seem, therefore, that two meth- 
ods of riding were practiced by ladies in the 
Middlo Ages. For state occasions tho side 
seat was considered most becoming; but wher 
active exercise and spor were in quesfion 
horsewomen threw appearances to the winds 
and boldly bestrode their steeds. 


Hand Shaking and Other Salutations. 

In reference to the practice of shaking 
hands, a good authority traces the origin t& 
the movement of one person trying to kis 
another’s hand that is endeavored to be with 
druwn. Among Teutonic nations only is it 
customary to shake hands, In France it i 
regarded as a vulgar English innovation anc 
is discouraged by the higher classes. 
From the Mohammedan, the fighting in 
habitants of India, comes, it would appear 
the military salute. He raises his righ’ 
hand to his forehead and makes the fin 
gers touch it, This, it may be supposed, i: 
a substitute onthe part of a’ starched anc 
sturdy soldier for a bow of prostratior 
The salute of the subject passive Hindoo i: 
indifferent. In the presence of a Brabmin he 
raises his folded hands to his forehead, touch- 
ing it with the balls of his thumbs—a muck 
more comprehensive and submissive style o} 
salutation—and utters at the same moment 
the word “prostration.” In south India the 
inferior prostrates himself with extended 
arms. In Ceylon, besides the usual easterr 
wishes for good bealth and long life, bot 
Cingalese and Tamil bave a curious substitu: 
tion for “good-by.” It is, ‘I will go anc 
come.” 


Gems Owned in Th§s Country. 
Three diamonds are owned in this country, 
weighing 551¢, 7 and 1253¢ carats respective 
ly; the latter, known asthe Tiffany diamond 
is the handsomest large yellow diamond eye1 
found. A number of diamond necklace: 
worth over $100,000 each are owned in the 
United States and one necklace worth $320, 
000 was recently sold at the death of its own 
er. Amongother diamonds worthy of note 
that are owned in the United States are fou 
of the Mazarins from the French crown jew.

_so saturated is the whole soil with petroleum. 

Marvin (‘The Petroloum Industry in 
Southern Russia”) campares the Apsheron 
peninsula to a sponge plunged in mineral oil, 
The soil is continually vomiting forth the 
quid Java that torments its entrails either in 
the form of mud volcanoes or of natural 
springs.

Lincoln’s favorite poom is here given. It 
was Inst published in Cincinnatti in 1565 It 
is a lovely piece of language and a poom full 
of pure pathos. 

Almost startling in their premonitory apt 
ness aro the first and tho last verses, They 
are like unconscious prophecy, The author 
of the poem is said to bo William Knox who 
did at thirty-six years of age, in 1825, at 
FE. inburg, Scotland. The poem was communi- 
rated to the N. ¥. Post by F. B. Carpenter, 
the artist who painted the picture of tho 
Emancipation Proclamation, Ho says 

I was with the Prosident alone one evening 
In his room, during the time I was painting 
my large picture at the White House, last 
y Ie presently threw aside bis pen and 
papers, and began to talk to me of Sbakes- 
peare. He sentilittle “Tad,” his son, to the 
library, to bring a copy of the plays, and then 
read tome several of bis favorite passages, 
showing genuine appreciation of tho great 
poet. Relapsing into a sadder strain, be laid 
the book aside, and leaning back in his chair, 
said: 

“There isa poem which bas been a great 
favorite with me for years, which was first 


shown to me when a young man by a friend, 
and which [ afterward saw and cut froma 
newspaper and learned by heart. I would,” 
he continued, “give agreat deal to know who 
wrote it, but I never have been able to ascer- 
” 
Then half closing his eyes he repeated to 

me the lines which I enclose to you. Great- 
ly pleased and interested, I told him I would 
like, if ever an opportunity occurred to 
write them down from his lips. He said he 
would some time try to give them tome. A 
few days afterwards he asked me to accom: 
pany him tothe temporary studio of Mr. 
Swayne, the sculptor, who was making a 
bust of him at the Treasury Department. 
While be was sitting for the bust I was sud- 
denly reminded of the poem, and said to him 
that then would be a good time to dictate it 
to me, He complied, 1 lsitting upon some 
books at his feet, as nearly as I could remem- 
ber, I wrote the lines down, one by one, 
from his lips. 
After wo had discussed for a brief time 
the merit of the poem referred to above, Mr. 
Lincoln said: ‘There are some quaint, queer 
verses, written I think by Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, called ‘The Last Leaf,’ one of which 
is tome inexpressibly touching.” He then 
repeated to me, also from memory, the poem. 
Tho verse he referred to occurs about’ the 
middle of the poem, and is this: 

“The mossy marbles rest 

On the lips which he has pressed 

In their bloom, 
And the names he loved to hear 
Have been carved for many a year 
On the tomb,” 

As he finished this verse, he said in his em- 
pbatic way: ‘For pure pathos, in my judg- 
ment, there is nothing finer than those six 
lines in the English language!’

EXPLOSIVE SAWDUST. 

Two gentlemen who were fishing from the 
deck loads of barges moored in Bronson’s 
dock, at the end of Bay street, Ottawa, last 
evening, says the Ottawa Jvree Press, give 
particulars of a somewhat alarming sawdust 
explosion which they witnessed. They were 
fishing for channel catfish, which had been 
biting freely, when suddenly the nibbling 
ceased, Presently the water commenced to 
boil up, and gradually rose to a height of 
about three feet. Ifuge cakes of sawdust, 
some of them 10 feet equare, were thrown, 
and after floating 40 or 50 feet, sank again, 
Logs were tossed about in the rough water 
like matchwood, and the barges were rocked 
to and froin the heavy swells; after con- 
tinuing for about half an hour, the water 
qnieted down and resumed its normal con- 
dition. A boat crossed the river a few 
minutes afterwards; had it done so earlier, 
it would have certainly been swamped and 
its occupants perhaps drowned.

It lies adjacent to Germany’s greatest sow 
port, and commands the approach to the 
secoud in importance as well, Ifa forlegu 
power should claim possession of Block Is 
land or Fisher's Island, we could realiza how 
Germans regard Holigoland in British hands 
Or if we could imagine an island off the

POPULATION OF THE ARGENTINE 
REPUBLIC. 

In the Argentine the population is reckt 
oned at 4,000,000, nine-tenths of which are 
whites of Caucasian race, descendants of the 
conquistadores and of subsequent colonists. 
There ure about $,600,000 natives, $00,000 
foreigners, 300,000 crosa-breeds or setis, and 
100,000 Indians. The white population is 
almost exclusively of Latin origin, the An- 
glo-Saxon and Slav elements not exceeding 
100,000 individuals. Tne 800,000 foreigners 
are the result of recent immigration, and in- 
clude 400,000 Italians and 150,000 Spaniards 

in other words, the scum of the two most 
backward and degenerate nations of Europe. 
In the modernization of the Argentine—that 
is to suy, in the great progressive movement 
of the past twenty years—England has 
found the capital and Latin Europe has pro- 
vided the workers. Latin Europe has sent 
across the ocean a million human beings. 
England has sent countless rpillions of capi 
tal for use in banks, railways, land compa~ 
niew, and government loans. Meanwhile the 
creoles have continued to rule, and the mass 
of the natives have femuined indolent and

But, as Lady Beacons- 
feld was never tired of repeating, ‘‘Dizs 
carne home to me,” And she would add how 
he ate balf the xl pie and drank the 
whole of the bottle of champagne which sho 
had prepared in anticipation of his triumph, 
She was truly proud of him; and he was fond 
of telling her in joke that he had married 
her for her money, to which she would reply : 
“Ah, butif you had to do it over again you 
would doit for love’—a statement to which 
he always smilingly assented. Indeed he 
neyerlostan opportunity of eulogizing his 
wife in public, and on one occasion at a har- 
yest homeat Hughenden he spoke of her as 
“the best wife in England.” 

In dealing with the romance of marriage 
it was impossible, of course, to omit the 
story of Lady Sarah Lennox and George III. 
No doubt at all, if George had had his own 
way he would have made Lady Sarah bis 
queen. He used to ride past the house in 
which she lived every day, and during the 
harvest Lady Sarah was often to be seen 
making hay on the lawn in a bewitching cos- 
tume. When the king finally married the 
German princess, Lady Sarah was one of 
the bridesmai!s. On this occasion an old” 
nobleman, who had not been to court since 
the accession of the house of Hanover, paid 
his respects fo the king. He was ery old 
and almost blind, but struck by the beauty of 
Lady Sarah, and mistaking her for the queen, 
he plumped down on his honest old Jacobite 
knees to kiss her hand! Lady Sarah, very 
much confused, bade him rise, saying, “I am 
not the queen, sir.” George Selwyn said of 
the old nobleman: “He was always partial 
to pretenders,” a slap at Lady Sarah which 
deserved revenge. 

Two of the reniarkable men of the last cen- 
tury were unfortunate in their love affairs, 
Gen. Wolfe was rejected in his first love af- 
fair, and, as every one knows, he was killed 
before be married Miss Lowther, to whom he 
was engaged, and whosubsequently married 
some one else. 

Lord Cornwallis made a love-match, but 
his wife was 30 much attached to him and 
$0 grief-stricken at his absence during such 
long periods, that she fell into a jaundice and 
died a few weoks after her husband had flung 
up his command and come home to see her, 
She directed that a thorn tree should bo 
planted over her grave and that her namo 
should not be graven upon the headstone, It 
was after her death that Lord Cornwallis re- 
turned to service in America, the end of 
which was also, for him, melancholy ooough. 

We read with a good deal of amusement of 
the romanticand passionate attachment of 
young Grote, afterwards the historian of 
Greece, for Varriet Lawin, who is described 
in bis letters as being, of course, very lovely; 
but who, in after days at least, was eccent- 
tic, strong featured and masculine, 

Among the runaway matches mentioned 
is that of Henry Fox, the first Lord Holland.

of the subsequent misery was due to his tem- 
per and conduct,, But perliaps full justice 
has not been done to the illeffects of the long 
and hard struggle with poverty which he 
maintained with such success, but with such 
constant labor during many years, 
Among the disappointed men of genius may ’ 
be mentioned Buckle tho historian of civili- 
zation; Henry Fielding the novelist; Edward 
Gibbon, the historian; Lord Mansfield, and, 
in early life, John Wosley. The case of Gib- 
bon has some satirical features, He fell in 
love with Mlie. Curchod, at Lausanne, Swit- 
serland, and ‘‘sho listened,” he says, ‘to the 
voice of truth and passion; and I might pre- 
sume to hope that Ihad made some impres 
sion on a virtuous heart,” But on his return 
to England he found that bis father would 
not consent to the match, “After a painful 
struggle,” he says, “I yielded to my fate; I 
sighed as a lover; [obeyed asa son.” It may 
be difficult to decide without a doubt whether 
his obedience was due to filial piety or te 
weak nerves and a feeble pulsation, The lady 
did quite as well, for she married a distin 
gurshed man. Gibbon remained single all his 
life and devoted his time to his history, finish- 
ing it at Lausanne, the scene of his youthful 
attachment, Charles Fox’s private life was 
made somewhat objectionable by his having 
as his wife a Mrs. Ormistead, to whom he was 
not married for many years, though finally 
they were united legally. The marquis of 
Wellesley also made a mistake that lasted 
many years in marrying a Frenchwoman 
who had been his wife in name only fora 
long time. No doubt it was the right thing 
to do; but these right things are done so late 
that they almost cease to be right, and tho 
misery they inflict is always lasting and real. 
—Montreal Gazette. 


RACING BULLOCKS IN INDIA. 


They Avo Speedy, but Can't be Taught to 
Run in Straight Lines. 


In India the favorite animals, both for 
speed and for indurance, are the native bul 
locks, The animals are small, wiry, mus 
cular, and swift, They are trained to race 
andrun well, not only under the saddle, 
but in harness, The Indians are fond of 
racing their beasts, and the sport is en- 
couraged by the English part of the popu- 
lation. 

The animal is guided by a cord through 
the nose, but the driver places more reliance 
on whip and yoice than on the cord. The 
Tndians are natural gamblers, and will bet 
their last rupee on the result of a race, tak- 
ingsomuch interest in it that a penniless 
nitive has been known to wager his liberty 
aad that of his family for an entire year, 
and sell himself into voluntary slavery as 
the result of losing a bet. The races are 
frequently attended by serious accidents, 
from tho fact that, although the bullock 
may be trained to great swiftness, it seems 
almost impossible to teach them to run in a 
straight lino, They will bunch together, and 
thus frequently smash ore or more of the 
vohicles, | 

Exciting as are the bullock races when the 
beasts are harnessed and driven by native 
drivers, they are far moreso when the bul- 
locks are ridden by European soldiers or 
sailors. The chief danger in a race of this 
description lies in the falls which ave the al- 
mostinevitable result of an attempt to ride 
these awkward animals.—St. Louis Globe 
Democrat,

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE, 


On Wednesday morning there was quite 
& commotion in town when it was learned 
that George Cannon, a young man, had at- 
tempted suicide by cutting his throat with 
4 razor at the residence of Mr. B, Shandraw 
where he and his father were lodging. The 
young man, who is a son of Mr. John 
Cannon, of the Walmsley neighborhood 
three miles from Cherry Valley on the road 
to Milford, had been employed for the past 
two months as assistant gardener at Mr. H, 
LB, Rathbun’s, His fellow workmen ha 
noticed during the week that he was acting 
Strangely as if his mind was off the balance, 
and Mr. Rathbun gave orders to have him 
watched by the men and that he should be 
attended by a physician until his father 
who is employed in the sash factory here, 
but had Bene over to Cherry Valley ona 
visit to his family, should return home, 
On Tuesday night young Cannon was not 
well and his father left him in bed and told 
Mrs. Shandraw that he would not be up to 
breakfast, Mrs, Shandraw said that she 
would see he got his breakfast when he 
would get up atalaterhour, Shortly after 
a domestic heard the young man walking 
about his room, and went to tell her 
mistress that he was up and would soon be 
ready for breakfast. Swortly afterwards 
she heard him fall, and thinking that he 
had fainted she went to his door ut found 
itlocked. She looked through a key-hole 
but saw nothing but thought she heard a 
gurgling sound ind the women in the house 
decided to force open the door. This was 
done und they were horrified to see him 
lying close to the door and blood streaming 
froma wound. Mrs. Shandraw despatch- 
ed messengers at once for medical assist- 
ance which soon arrived, It was found 
that the young man had taken a razor and 
cut his throat, the wind-pipe being severed. 
Dr. Newton, assisted by Dr, Holdcroft, 
sewed up and dressed the wound, and 
although there had been a great loss of 
blood, the patient was soon resting quietly. 
His father, who was soon upon the scene, 
was greatly distressed at what had happen- 
ed, There is no doubt whatever that young 
Cannon, whois 21 years of age, was not 
responsible for the rash act, if indeed he 
was conscious of what he was doing, as he 
is evidently mentally deranged, Rey. J.J. 
Rice, and indeed all acquainted with him, 
say that he was avery moral and good 
living young man, and Mrs. Shandraw in- 
forme Tue Trisune _ representative 
that he spent all his spare time reading and 
studying his Bible. The injuries are not 
necessarily fatal and the patient continues 
to improve ; yesterday he was taken to his 
nome at Cherry Valley and it is probable he 
will soon be removed to an insane asylum. 
Mr, Cannon is very grateful for the kind- 
ness received from so many in Deseronto 
in his great trial.

THE CUROSITY SHOP. 


Entertaining Facts About Precious Stone 
Found in the United States, 

Nearly allthe known varieties of precious 
stones are found in the United States, but 
there is yery little systematic exploration 
for them, as the indications seldom justify 
the investment of much capital in such 
search, Systematic search for gems and 
precious sto.es has been carried on in only 
two s—Maine and North Carolina 
Otherwise the gems are found accidently in 
connection with other substances that are 
being mined. ‘he occurrence of diamonds 
in the United States is chiefly confined to 
two regions ,eographically remote and dis: 
similar, The first is a belt of country lying 
along the eastern base of the southern Alleg- 
hanies, from Virginia to Georgia, while the 
other extends along the western base of the 
Sierra Nevada and Cascade ranges in north: 
ern California and southern Oregon. 

Corundum (to the transparent rad, blue, 
purple, green and yellow varieties of which 
are given the names ruby, sapphire, ame- 
thyst, emerald and topaz) excels as regards 
variety of color in North Corolina, where 
exists the great corundum region of the 
United States. The chief locality for gem 
sapphires is near Helena, Mo! where they 
occur as loowe crystals, Sapphires are found 
to a limited extent in Colorado. Tho tur- 
quoise is found in New Mexico, Arizona, Ne- 
vada, Colorado and California, The gem 
topaz has beon found in Connecticut, Maine, 


Utah, Colorado and Nevada, <A famous 
sourmaline locality is situated on Mount 
Mica, near Paris, Maine, Another important 
locality in Maine ‘isin Auburn, St. Law- 
rence county, New York, bas also afforded 
some fine examples of tourmaline 

The finest pyrope garnets in the United 
States aro found in Now Moxic Arizona 
and southern Colorado, whore they sxe often 
called rubies, Opal, elther of the fire or the 
opal varloty, bas been observed only near John 
Davis’ r r, Cook county, Oregon, Common 
opals are found, however, in soveral of the 
otates, ‘Tho opals usually sold to tourists are 
of Moxican origin. ‘The most important 
marine pearl fishery on tho American con- 
tinent is that of Lower California, Pearls 
have beon sent to the Now York market

To prepare the enamelfor use take out a 
small quantity on aground glass slab and 
grind until perfectly dry and smooth witha 
ground glass muller, adding sufficient tur- 
pentineto make it work smoothly and no 
more, When quite smooth add afew drops 
of fat oil or turpentine, barely enough to 
hold the powder together and form a stiff 
paste.

amel applied in the same manner as raised 
paste, Of course, enamels are always used 
in relief, 

The hard feldspar glaze of the French por- 
celains will not hold the enamels with any de- 
gree of satisfaction. For this reason it is 
best to lay them over colors or gold that has 
been once fired, There are enamels manu- 
factured by Lacroixand other makérs which 
are supposed to hold ob Frenchyporcelains, but 
the colors are not good and they are hence 
but little used, The decorators at Limoges 
use the hard white enamel (which is not the 
ordinary white enamel), and color it with 
mineral paint as desired, In this way 
they obtain very pretty light tints, but they 
cannot obtain the rich reds and greens of the 
English and German wares. 

Amateurs areapt to use too much fat oil 
in mixing enamels for use, so that in firing 
they blister and crumble off. They will 
also come offif underfired in which case 
there isno remedy but to.scrape it all off 
and do the work over again. Some painters 
apply the enamel with a syrup of sugar and 
water, The effect is the sameas when oils 
are used. t 

When the work is finished it must be well 
dried before being placed in the kiln or there 
will be danger of the color spreading and 
flattening out. 

For thoso who are always seeking some- 
thing new to experiment with there is what 
is called crystal pearl covering. This comes 
in the form of tiny transparent glass beads 
without perforation, in a variety of colors, 
and is suitable for ornamental objects only. 
The editor of the Decorator expresses some 
doubts as to the possibility of perfect success 
withitin china painting, but gives direct- 
fons for its use, which, under favourable 
sircumetances will work very well. Itis to 
be applied after the painting is complete. 

The painting is first covered with the or- 
Jinary grounding oil, which is a preparation 
of thick oil of turpentine, linseed oil and 
spirits of turpentine, In its place may be 
used any other preparation that will romain 
moist forsome time and form a sticky surface 
to which the pearls will adhere, A<ter the 
oil is laid on it must be evenly distributed 
ver the surface of thechina with a blender 
or a, pad of silk or chamois skin, As soon as 
it sets and becomes tacky throw over ita quan- 
tity of the pearl covering, whicb will adhere 
and from an unbroken transparent covering 
to the work. Press the pearls slightly with 
the pad, and should there be any places un- 
covered, and to which the pearls cannot 
be made to adhere, touch the spots lightly 
with grounding oil andas soon as it begins to 
harden fillin with the pearls. 

This work must, of course, be fired, and 
herein liesa fruitful cause of failure. Should 
the firing be too strong the result would be 
aglassy surface, which would utterly destroy 
the painting, or at least its effects, while it 
the firing is too weak it would simply dry out 
the oil and the pearls would drop off. 
The writer suggests that the pearl cover- 
ing be tried upon some of the work, of which 
almost every amateur has a stock packed 
away ina kx closet, before attempting any- 
thing valuable, 

Cleanliness in this work is of the greatest 
importance, for if the pearls are soiled the 
effect of the work is ruined. The pearl cov- 
éring can be applied to all kinds of painting, 
water colors, oils and even chromos with 
good effect, Odd shaped jars, jugs, ete., may 
be made really beautiful by painting mm 
oils and when dry covering with pearls, The 
pearl covering is sold by weight eng %) pt 
dear, 

The matt wax colors are something of a 
novelty gotten out byan enterprisivg firm 
in the West. These colors have asoft finish, 
devoid of glaze, but more satin in appearance 
than the German and English matt colors. 
Piiey differ from them also in that they are 
ready prepared for use, requiring no white 
to reduce their crudity and no flux to render 
them permanent, The list of colors is like- 
wise very complete, and with them one can 
counterfeit flowers hitherto without the pale 
of the ceramic artist’s palette, such as the 
darker pansies, with all their velvety soft 
ness, ete, Landseapes can also be rendered 
delightfully with them, and the wax yellow 
or wax ivory forms a beautiful background 
for gold work, The ground should be first 
fired, and then the design worked out in 
difforent shades of durnish fold, One of 
the fnest of tie grounding colors is “butter- 
cup yellow,” which is as rich asthe famous 
Chinese yellows, whi yellow for mixing”

ing one is very fairly equipped for work. All 4

Put into a three-pint bottle one quart of ben- 
zine, ‘one ounce of ether, one ounce of chloro- 
form, and a half an ounce of white winter- 
green. Shake and cork tightly. 

To clean the gloves put themon the hands 
and, wetting 4 piece of clean white cloth or 
£ onge with the fluid, sponge the gloves 
quickly, rubbing quite hard in the parts 
most soiled. Take another clean piece of 
cloth aud rub the gloves till perfectly dry. 
Nowslowly and carefully work the gloves off 
the hands and hang them in the fresh airfora 
half an hour. All odor will have disappear- 
ed by that time. 

This fluid gives the gloves a lighter color, 
but leaves them soft and free from streaks, 
if the cleaning and drying have been properly 
done} it’ also removes the odor sometimes 
caused by perspiration, Itmust be remem- 

bered that with this fluid, ‘as with pure ben- 
zine or naptha, care must be taken not to be 
near an oven fire, a lighted lamp or gas, as 
the gas which it gives out is very inflam- 
mable, 


Hats and Bonnets. 
A bonnet, with two bandeaux of narrow 


faced jet, is tied at the back with black 
velvet strings, and has a foundation of pink 
crepe de Chine, two rosettes of it in front, 
and a delicate, black lace lappet and 
formed into the semblance of a butterfly. An- 
other, slightly similar, has the double velvet 
bandeaux hidden by curled black feather 
bands, a dainty bow of palepink velvet perch- 
ed up in front, and a length of the same, 
threaded through a fancy black brim, knot- 
ted up atthe back, and then forming strings, 

Flower bonnets have the entire frame coy- 
ered, or two tiny wreaths on separate bands. 
Jetand feather aigrettes are mingled with 
flowers ina most bewildering manner. Black 
flowers having yellow centres aré used on lace 
bonnets. A velvet puffing and strings add 
a richness to the flower shapes. Flowers 
come wired in shape to, entirely cover a 
toque, 

A large jet butterfly forms a most coquet- 
tish bonnet, with a tuft of buttercups tucked 
in between the wings at the back, anda few 
more in front tied in with narrow yellow 
velvet passes round the head as a band, and 
ends in strings. } 

The tendency toward black hats is pro- 
nounced; but the effect will never be sombre 
while they are loaded with flowers or ostrich 
wreaths, and are especially stylish when al- 
lowed to droop according to their own sweet 
will, which is picturesquely becoming—some- 
times. 

The flower rage has extended even to tra- 
yeling hats, Crepejde Chine is mingled with 
ribbon on lace straws. Large hats are fre- 
quently trimmed with whole or half wreaths 
of poppies, dandelions, roses, butter-cups 
for-get-me-nots, wild flowers, daisies, etc., 
with an abundance of long stems and leaves, 
Sailor hats are trimmed with rosettes of silk 
or velyet ribbon, or a band and bow in the 
back, with a drapery of tulle’ or net around

Tho first day I placed her on 
the eggs it teok me half an hour to bring 
her into a hypnotie condition; but each suc- 
cessive dny, after having roused her to drink 
and eat, Iwas able to sooth her to drowsy 
placidity in much less time; also there were 
days, for which I can give no reason, when 
Ihad to goto her more than once in the 
day, she being ina restless, excited state, 
trying to get off the nest. The result has 
been, inuch to my own astonishment, that 
four out of soven of these eggs have liatched 
andare healthy, happy little chickens, At 
night I can still influence their mother to her 
maternal duties, but in the day time she 
takes no notios of them, E, T, Chaplin.

Berry Picking. 

Mr. David Smith, the huckleberry king, 
made another trip during the past week to 
the Bald mountains and came home with 35 
pails of huckleberries. He left again on 
Wednesday on another cruise, this time for 
blackberries. He never saw the berries so 

lentiful or good as they are this year in 
Reisaas At Kaladar stetion, agents for 
Toronto and Kingston firms are buying up 
all the berries they can secure and shipping 
them daily to different points. A large 
trade has developed and hundreds of pickers 
have been busy in that region gathering the 
wild fruit. Asa result much ready mone 
is placed in circulation where it is muc 
needed, This trade is destined to reach 
mammoth proportions, the demand being 
very great. Mr, Smith reports very heavy 
frosts at Kaladar on the 16th and 17th; 
cucumbers, melons, corn, ets., were turned 
black, but fortunately the frost did not cover 
a very extensive area of country, 


Crops in Manitoba. 

The temperature dropped in various 
parts of Manitoba to 33° during the past 
week, but it is gratifying to report 
that no damage was done to the crops by 
frost, and that there is reason to believe 
that the harvest will be the best in the 
history of that country. The government 
bulletin intimates an average wheat yield of 
24.6 bushels per acro. The best district 
this year is the northwestern portion of the 

rovince, where 30 bushels an acre are 
Booked for. The estimate of the grain 
destroyed by the hailstorm of August 2 is: 
Wheat, 473,140 bushels: oats 240,482; 
barley 20,908 bushels. The average yield 
of barley over the province is 34.3 bushels ; 
and of oats 44 bushels, This in both cases 
is double of last year's figures. It is 


estimated that there will be 21,000,000 
bushels of grain, Making the usual 
allowance for western exuberance of 


spirits, this would leave an actual crop of 
about 16,000,000 bushels. This is splendid 
and must prove of great benefit to the 
whole dominion.

Almost every one trios to bo economical at 
ono time or anothor, but there are very fow 
peoplé who economiro wisely. Clothing 
one of the easiest things to bo foolishly econ 
omical about, This is particulary true about 
shoes. Shoes are essential to comfort, though 
perbaps not to happiness, A man who has 
tight shoes on, or whose shoes wabble around 
on his feet, cannot bo really comfortable, 
neither can he be comfortable if bisshoes aro 
crooked or twisted, ox do not look well. If 
ho has to wear the samo pair of shoos overy 
day, they wear at the samo places on his feot, 
and distrabt from his comfort. It is also bad 
business policy. 

Shoes cost from $1.25 up to $l4 a pair. 
Fourteen dollars is as much as any pair of 
ordinary walking shoes cost in Now York 
City. Second-hand shoes can be bought ag 
low as 25 cents a pair, There isa wide mar- 
gin between these extremes. A man who 
wants to be economical usually buys neither 
one kind of shoes nor the other. He does 
not buy $14 shoes because they cost too 
‘much; he doos not buy second-hand shoes be- 
cause he does not like the idea of having 
second-hand things. Usually he gets an imi- 
\tation of the best grade of shoes. This is the 
most costly thing he can do, A real $14 shoe 
twill outwear two $7 imitations of it. It will 
not outwear two $7 pair of shoes that are $7 
pairs of shoes and do not pretend to be any- 
thing else, But that is not so much what 
the economical man buys. Instead of going 
to the cheaper shoe stores and getting their 
best shoes he goes to one of the costly shoe 
stores and get their cheapest shoes. This is 
one of the petty economies which a man 
thinks saves him $10 or $15 a year and which 
does not. 
The way to clothe one's feet cheaply is to 
buy several pairs of shoes at a time and 
nover to Wear any of them out, Shoes worn 
twice a week will last for years, while a pair 
of shoes worn every day will not last more 
thana fow months. When a man wears the 
same pair of shoes every day thé strain 
comes on the same place on the shoes and 
the same parts of his feet; the shoes get damp, 
and the tension is not relaxed except at 
night. Whenaman step: intoa mud pud- 
die or gets his shoes rained on one day, the 
leather by the next day isnot ina condition 
to be worn, while if the shoes were put away 
and let stand for a few days, they would be 
all right again, and might even be better for 
having been wet, Then the style does not 
change in shoes as in hats and clothes, so 
there isnotroublein preserving them indefin- 
itely. Two pairs of patent leather low shoes 
will do for summyg wear for five years if 
properly treated. Three pairs of walking 
shoes will last for two years without needing 
half soling. They will always look well, 
only all the shoes must be bought at once and 
kept for some time before being worn. This 
isa little p int in economy which will save 
any reader of this paper more than its cost.— 
New York Sun.

A VISIT TO THE MEMORIAL CHURCH 


On @ recent Sunday, a bright, beautiful 
day 4 desire long unfulfilled, to visit the 
Memorial Church at Adolphustown, caused 
us to leave onr camp at “Poplar Nook” 
and drive the distance. Leaving about 9:30 
we p&ased on the high road overlookiny the 
Bay @ suscession of views unequalled for 
grandeur, and because of their proximity 
to home, hardly appreciated by Deser- 
ontonians. One or two turns to the Kast 
and South brought us in view of Hay Bay 
and the pretty little Islands which dot it 
here and there. The ferry ia a primitive 
structure, and at each end of the route has 
to be turned round to allow the vehicle to 
be backed off on the land; a great con- 
venience notwithstanding, as it saves many 
® one a drive of several miles around the 
head of the bay. 

From the ferry to the old Quaker meeting 
housethe road runs along the Bay shore, 
and for a long distance, passes the beautiful 
farm of Mr, Platt, comprising eleven 
hundred acres, well atocked with horses, 
cattle, sheep and pigs, with a fine buildin 
and, in fact, erere nae in good order and 
to correspond. ear the turn of the road 
is situated an old Methodist meeting house 
where in the ‘thirties a sad and tragic scene 
occurred ; a party of twenty or more while 
crossing from the opposite shore to attend 
meeting were precipitated into the water 
and aboat half the number were drowned, 
Their bedies were afterwards recovered and 
laid side by side in front of the church to 
which they were going. 

From Thompson’s Point, near which we 
passed, until Adolphustown wus reached, 
there wis a succession of good comfortable 
farm hoases, with the farms evidently well 
looked after. Reaching the Memorial 
Church we feltsome reluctance at entering 
so late, but a lady seeing our perplexity 
kindly ¢ame outside and invited us to enter. 
So muth has been written about this 
beautiful edifice that it is needless to 
attempta further description, but, when 
after listening to an interesting discourse 
by the Rector, Rev. Mr. Forueri, and 
joining in the remaining portion of the service 
of whith particularly the singing was hearty 
and well rendered ; and then at ita close, 
through the kindness of the Rector, bein, 
shown the different items of interest an 
antiquity embodied in the building, we felt 
that the tablets were a fitting remembrance 
of many a worthy sire and matron with 
ages ranged from 67 to 97 years, whose far- 
sightedness in long gone years, led them to 
settle insuch a maguiticient section, 

Our return drive of two hours was 
pleasant and when we reached camp a 
bounteons dinner was not the least agreeable

AFRICAN RIVERS AND LAKES. 

The River system of Africa ison a magni- 
cent scale but is rendered less valuable to 
commerce and civilization on account of the 
great cataracts which on each of them prevent 
continuous navigation. Weare all more or 
less familiar with this fact as it effects the river 
Nile but the same truth holds good with 
respect to all the great rivers of Africa, The 
Nile has 4000 miles of waterway but its cata- 
racts are very numerous. The Congo is more 
than 3000 miles long and ranks next to the 
mighty Amazon in its volume of water. At 
‘110 miles from the ocean occur the Livingston 
Fallsand them for 235 miles a portage is 
necessary, A railway 235 in length, to 
Leopoldyille is in course of construction tc 
overcome this difficulty, Then occurs a long 
navigable reach of 1,000 miles, Several of 
the tributaries of this mighty river are 
navigable for several hundred miles. At a 
distance of 2,500 miles from its mouth the 
Congo is from 400 to 600 yards wide and six 
fathoms deep. Stanley estimates the length 
of uninterrupted navigable waterway on the 
Congo and its affluents at 7,350 miles. The 
Niger is 3,000 miles long and flows through a 
country of remarkable richness. The Gambia 
is navigable for 300 miles from its mouth and 
the Volta for 100 miles. Steamers of twelve 
feet draught can assend the Senegal for 500 
miles, The Orange river is 1000 miles long but 
only navigable for twenty-miles, The Zamebsi 
is continuously navigable for 320 {miles and 
several of its tributaries can be ascended for 
reat distance. The Limpopo is navigable 
for sixty. miles. These are the principal 
streams. There is a total of 31375, tolles of 
uninterrupted river navigation in Aftica and a 
grand total of over 12,000 miles of navigable 
rivers in the Dark Continent, Coming to the 
Inkes it is estimated that Lake Victoria covers 
an area of 27,000 square miles. Lake Nyassa 
has an aren of 12,000 square miles and an 
average depth of 100 fathoms, while the 
Albert Nyanza covers, 1,500 square niles. 
Stanley estimates the area of the lakes in the 
Congo basin, including Tanganyika, Bang- 
weolo, etc., at 31,090 miles. ke Tchad has 
an area of 40,000 square miles in the rainy 
season but dwindles to the fourth of that size 
in the driest part of the year. There are a 
number of lesser lakes but the lacustrine system 
of Africa gives a grant total of about 97,000 
square miles of navigable waters, about the 
same as the lake-area of North America,

THE MURRAY CANAL. 


Now that one of the Richelieu steamers 
has passed through the Murray Canal, Belle 
ville will be placed on the line of lake 
navigation. ‘This should help the city. The 
lake route should also be popularized by the 
new canal The Bay of Quinte is a beauti 
ful sheet of water and if the steamers can 
navigate it instead of the eastern end of Lake 
Ontario travel by boat will be tar more 


attractive than it has hitherto been, The 
Marray canal is a very old scheme. As 
early os 1796—nearly a century ago—a grant 


of six thousand acres of land was made on 
its behalf. But the land could not be turned 
into cash so the legislature in 1838 asked 
the imperial government to take the land 
back aud devote £18,000 currency, its value, 
to the building of the canal instead. Sir 
James Carmichael Smyth, Bart, was a strong 
advocate of the canal. In a book upon the 
military outlook in Canada, which, by the 
way, he dedicated to the Duke of Welling. 
ton, he declared that it was as clear to his 
mind as any proposition in Euclid that 
(under Divine Providence) the United States 
could not wrest one of the British provinces 
from! the crown if the proper military 
precautions were taken. These precautions, 
‘‘which prosperity will one day learn with, 
if possible, increased respect for your grace’s 
name, were principally suggested by your 
grace,” included the opening of the Bay of 
Quinte at its western extre nity. The 
matter, however, remained in abeyance until 
1866, when parliament looked into the 
undertaking and suggested that the canal 
be built, not alone for commercial advan 
tages, but because the Bay of Quinte 
could be used for the repair or construction 
of ships of war,—Toronto Mail,
